A 150YISII MUTINY. 


'"Strike tho bell eight! Staml liy! Fir*

"Tliis H-UU the nwful order I unre hoard 


It i veil when J wiw a boy on an American 
Ju.in-of-war. It sent three souls into etei-- 
iniy. A personwliohasnuvcrwitnesswlun 
t-M-cntiou at sua cannot conceive a fraction 
of tliu solemnity wliich surrounds it. The 
ili.ith penult}- has IH-C-II invoke<l but very 
ft-,v tltuuH within the history of the United 
Si itm nnvy. It is OIK- of those rare events 
Hi ii turn too liable to IK; shrouded in mys- 
tery mid covered with injustice, which 
in,ilkc or nervdiism-xi mistakes for disci- 
pline. The lni(,'ic scene I witnessed in 
V -.st Indiu wiiters iiiiKht readily lie culled 
tli" luir.sliest of imnu-H without nn inline:- 
tiniiof the truth. 
Hutitwns done in the 


name of discipline, and while it did not 
rci eive the wind ion of the ifovei-nincnt, » 
bi.nrdof naval officers uc<|iiittuil thu cup- 
tin n of c-rimp; hut the shadow of Unit c.xe- 
rii i ion InuiK over his after life, nnd hu 
lived in retirement from tho moment he 
touched American shores till he died.

IM i since I witnessed this tragedy on the 
01 ran," continued the old sailor, who was 
spinning this yarn about nn experience at 
sea 
"you see," lie run on, "we were sail- 


ing from Iviln-riatotho United States, and 
were keeping a shurp lookout for slave 
trailers. Ours was n sort of trading ship 


midshipmen, not like those we have i 
foi 
tlirso days, but one tliiit in those cnrlydnys 
men in I he pract if'al (t«Gifl8-of"nav''guf.ioir 
I Ibink there were u little more than a 
hundred boys aboard on this voyage, nnd 
foi some months we hud enjoyed n pleas- 
am time, without unj thing startling to ra- 
li(-\ K t IH- monotony of n sailor's life. 
Our 


captitln was not a populnr man, nnd the 
cri-«-often found fault with hUorders, but 
no one <-%-cr dreamed that serious trouble 
win brewing, until one afternoon, late in 
November, wlien we were standing head 
in lon-ari] St. Thoiuns, in the liennudas, 
lib nit three days' sail away. 


"Dogwatch mi shiplionrd is fnim 4 to 8 


oViiick, and I WHS on tho afternoon of 
Nnv. ii'. It was about (i o'clock in tlie 
*vi iiing, and we M .-re standing at our posts 
M t hough the shlj> was ready for action. It 
mh;ht be clenrer if I should say that we 
were at regular drill, « liirh took'place ev- 
prj night utU. I \vus stationed ut one of 
tin guns buck of tin-mainmast. Nothing 
unusual had occurred to even suggest to 
us t hut there was anyt lii ng wrom>. 
A11 at 


OIK n cume the order from t he captain: 
" All hands leave thu (juartpr deck.' 
"It was the general rnlu on Hhiiiboard 


tlini the gunners Mood nt Ihcir posts even 
after the crew were ordered forward. Sc 
every man at the Kim stood fast. Ill a sec- 
ond came the peremptory order: 


" 'All hands forward of the inninmnst.' 
" \s 1 moved off 1 noticed thut ull tlie 


officers of the vessel save one were congre 
cuti-d about the captain in the after part 
of t lie vessel. 
The alraent midshipman re- 


mained at liis post at the forecastle. A 
moment later another middv was sent bj 
the captain to tell this boy that he desired 
to speak with him. Tho two lads, neither 
of them -M years of agi>, walked aft to- 
gether. The oflicei-M of the ship opened in 
two ranks to receive them,and immediate- 
ly the commandant, ordered tlie midship- 
mun from the forecastle to lie disarmed 
nnd put in irons. None of the ship's crew 
knew of the occurrence until later, when 
two of its unniliur were arrested and 
dou Me ironed. No one on the vessel knew 
tlie cause of thi« act save the officers. For 
n uik'ht and day almost the silence of death 
hum- over tho mun-of-war as it stood 
steadily on its course. The crew spoke to 
one another under their breath, and the 
officers walked the deck doubly armed. 
The terrible authority of a naval officer ut 
seu wss to be invoked, and the 1-1) souls on 
lAJrtnf, tu<'.i(fj twfa, f,t-att Sioin tliu iiavnj 
sclio. i|, were to be awed by the scenes which 
wen- to follow thc.sc arrests. 


"It was the second day after these men 


were arrested before the suggestions of 
mutiny were quietly slipped among the 
crcu and middieii on board. No one had 
ever heard of it as a well defined plot; but 
the suspicions of the officers had Ijeeu 
aroused, nnd death was to be the penalty. 
I shall never forgot the day the drumhead 
court martial was called iu the cabin to de- 
cide the fate of these men. It didn't take 
lon£. When the sentence of guilty was 
rendered, to gratify the caprice of n vain 
officer, the men were notilied that they had 
ten minutes to live. There was no cere- 
mony about the announcement, and it wns 
as brutally communicated aspossible. The 
young boy, IS years of age, who was charged 
with being ambitious to capture tho craft, 
raise the mutiny and turn U into a pirate 
ship und command it himself, never weak- 
ened, although his two companions usked 
for time to prepare for death. The lad 
asked to be released from chains long 
enough to write to his mother, but the cap- 
tain refused, and then tho boy dictated to 
then-in ninnder n letter to her, which the 
commander never delivered. 


"The scene on board during the ten min- 


utes in which these three mun were pre- 
paring for death made a picture upon my 
mind that can never be effaced. While the 
elder of tlie two was inclined to weaken, 
the buy was a hero, and only asked for the 
privilege of sending word to his mother 
that he hud died like a man, and then 
asked permission to give tlie word to fire 
the Kim which was to end his earthly ex- 
istence. 


"Tlie first day of December, 1S42, was a 


beautiful one. The tropical sun, especial- 
ly in the afternoon, was tempered by a 
bracing breeze, and the ocean was as calm 
as a mill pond the first half of the day. 
Not u sail wns in sight, and the black lines 
of our ship cut swiftly through the sea. It 
wns late in the afternoon when we were 
Biimiiioiicd aft to become executioners. 
No time was lost in ceremonial prepara- 
tions. The boy objected to the manner of 
deatli. and begged to be shot rather than 
hung, but the captain replied: 


" 'No, sir. You paiist die from the yard- 


arm.' 


"The 
lud and one man were placed on 


the ruht. side, and the third on the left of 
the ship. The ropes were quickly adjusted 
(called whips in naval nomenclature) and 
•U hands were summoned to the dread 
duty. 


"It is the rule on shipboard that in an 


execution every living soul on board shall 
have hold of l.he whips (ropes) when the 
conflemned is swung off. Even the cabin 
boy HI id the cook are not exempt from this 
painful duty. This is exacted that no one 
shall be able to chide another with having 
taken part in a death to which all were 
not a |«rty. In this case the rule was en- 
forced to the letter, because this was an 
execu t ion of greater moment than any that 
had ever taken place in the American navy, 
or has ever taken place up to this date. 
The officers were dressed in full uniform 


for tlie occasion, und the crew were clad as 
If foi inspection. 


"The ropes adjusted, the captain stood 


back and in a loud voice gave the cotn- 
nmnii. 


" 'Strike th.- bell tight! Standby! Fire 


tliCK'in! Walk away with tho whips! Iloll 
driuiis!' 


"A i the st roke of eight balls rung out 


upon the tropical air there was one surge 
of lhi-wliips,iiinl three bodies dangled from 
the jardarm, three men were strangled to 
death. 
A I M - I K : Is never broken by such u 


inelli-xl. I s! all never forget the scene at ' 
this moment 
The crew were speechless 


with horror. The uncertainty of the past 
forty eight hours had been almost unlicar- 
ablc, mil strong men had grown wcuk f rom 
the Ii IISHIII upon mind and nerves. 
The 


a w f u l spell was broken as we were piped 
down to dinner und started forward. The 
cupluin lit this moment caught something 
of tin spirit of the crew, und, calling them 
back, e.-iscd the strain somewhat by mak- 
ing 11 speech justifying the execution, und 
urgiii.; ux lo look upon the results of con- 
spiiw y and take warning by it. lie then 
culled for three cheers for- the vindication 
of the flag, which were given without 
liuart and then the crew walked forward 
.frtilemnly to I heir dinner and to discuss the. 
execution us much us they dared. 


"Tlie bodies of (he three men were al- 


lowed to dangle in the air while all ou 
shipb'iurd ute and discussed the sad events 
o f t IK day. The scene in t he officers' cubin 
was i specially striking. For around the 
table sat, those who hud condemned the 
three, men to death, and at their head the 
ollicei who had ordered the execution. 
The (Mails of tlie alleged mutiny was free- 
ly talked over, so one of the ollicers told 
HIP afterward. 
Hut 
it always seemed 


strange that u Ixiy 18 years of nge, good 
hearti d and full of mischief, should have 
soured the officers of u vessel carrying 120 
souls, most of whom he would liiive had to 
throw overboard hud he undertaken the 
task cf capturing the ship and turning it 
into n piratical craft. Looking at it today, 
it was u most l>nrb.irous stretch of author- 
ity, that would be severely punished now. 


"\V<- hud hardly finished eating and 


talking before n squall struck us and we 
were quickly ordered on deck to shorten 
sail ui d pn.-p.-iro for the-storm. Tho liod- 
jimiai7ii'; ijutwhe.ii the whip had been put 
to rights the captain ordered them cut 
down, undressed and prepared for burial. 
I have seen many u man dropped into the 
sea, but ou the night of tho 1st of Decem- 
ber, 1M3, I took part in the most solemn 
burial service that was ever witnessed. 
Why I IK- captain waited until after night 
to coiiiiiiil, these bodies to the deep I do 
not know; but the prpnnratIons for the 
sad event took nearly all afternoon and 
evening, and perhaps this was thu reason. 


"A burial at sea is a very solemn affair, 


and as the crew of our man-of-war was 
called aft to take part in the ceremonies 
there wax n sort of dread superstition in 
tho mind of every one. The night was 
(lurk, nnd the stnrm which had kept us 
busy in the afternoon had left (jiiite a 
heavy sea. und the vessel tossed and pitched 
us she cut her black figure through the 
bounding billows, looking as though she 
was a funeral CIT carrying the dead over 
the sea. No one spoke above his breath 
su\e the captain, who read the burial serv- 
ice. 
The ollicers und crew responded now 


anil then with a sc.rt of low mutter, which 
Hoiindi-d like nmfrtcd voices iu thodistnnce. 
No one on board was quite satisfied with 
tlie proceedings, for sailors are supersti- 
tious, nnd the storm following so closely 
upon the strangling of these three men, 
nnd the curious cast of the water nnd the 
somber darkness of the night when it 
should have been moonlight, and beautiful 
—all hid its portent to every tar aboard 
that sli ip. 


"The ceremonies took place by the light 


of battle lanterns, which heightened tlie 
dismal aspect of the sea. They were held 
close to the captain, wlio.se stern face never 
relaxed as he went through with his last 
sad d u t y to those who had suffered tlie 
death penalty. The flickering light from 
these 1 interns would occasionally shoot 
out in \ellow streaks, and rest for n second 
upon the solemn faces of the crew, and 
then shift, here and there us if in search of 
some n"w vici im to receive the last oflic.es 
of the dead. As I said, tlie captain read 
the service, and all of us responded until 
lie ciiiut to the words: 


" 'We commit this body to the deep.' 
"Then all three were dropped into the 


ocean. There was n splash nnd n sudden 
gulp of the waves, as if hungry, and the 
tragedy was ended. There was little sleep 
on tumivl Uinfc t,t**}ie. 
Atvn lay 
uw;»Hu

their hammocks marveling upon what hud 
occurred, and conjuring up nH sorts of fan- 
cies as to what it foretold for good or evil. 
Occasionally one shipmate would slip over 
tn another and speak with him in whis- 
pers. Two men on watch that night de- 
•.-lared the next morning that they could 
see the bodies flouting in the waves, 
although each one was sewed up separate- 
ly in n hammock, with three twenty-four 
pound shot at his feet. Two nights later 
one man avowed that he saw the middy 
executed und thrown into the sea walking 
over the forecastle. So it went on for days 
and nights until our ship reached New 
York. Then the sailors breathed easier; 
but I have never met one of them to this 
•lay, and all of them (ire old men now, who 
has forgotten an incident of that arrest 
and exec ution. I never sailed on that ves- 
sel again, but took French lenve of the 
navy very soon after our arrival nfc the 
Brooklyn navy j-ard. This tragic event 
hod nothing whatever to do with my go- 
ing, but I hud seen enough of the sea, and 
never recall my experience thereon, one of 
which I am relating to you, without a 
shudder." 


The old suit who graphically told this 


tragedy of tho sea is wrinkled nnd gray. 
With him wns an old shipmate who had 
been his companion on that fateful voyage 
so many years ago. Every now and then 
lie would add some fresh point to the nar- 
rative th it the speaker had forgotten, and 
by the t\\o a wonderfully complete story is 
told. The midshipman that was hanged 
with the two sailors was Philip Spencer, 
son of John C. Spencer, then secretary of 
war in Tyler's cabinet. The event con- 
vulsed the nation, and brought Capt. Mac- 
kenzie to trial, first before a naval court, 
nnd then upon tlie charge of murder, 
which the civil courts dismissed for the 
want of jurisdiction. How strange it is 
after all these years to find men still deal- 
ing in the affairs of every duy life who 
witnessed that tragedy nearly fifty yenrs 
ago—one which Unil Hamilton, in H 
thoughtful review of the case, pronounce* 
murder on the part of Capt. Mackenzie, 
the commandant of the American man-of- 
war.—Boston Herald.

I just saw hi mas I reached down to pick 
up a pin. Oh, he's awful, and I think he 
has a knife! Please go and arrest him. 
It's thut, room there— the one with the bay 
window.' 


" 'A knife, i.s it? Faith I'll send for help 


then. Just wait a second; I'll be hack in a 
minute.' 


"lie went to the corner, and wasn't back 


for five minutes. When he did come he 
was more frightened than ever. His knees 
shook and his big face was gray. 'I've sent 
for the wagon,' he exclaimed. 'When it 
comes we'll have the blackguard out in a 
minute.' 


"The disheveled woman, thoroughly 


hysterical by this time, insisted that the 
officer go forthwith and remove the burglar 
or murderer, which naturally, under tho 
circumstances, lie absolutely refused to do. 
I could not controvert the logic of his dis- 
cretion, but I wasn't half as frightened as 
he was at t hat. 


" 'It's the sergeant will be wantin' alook 


at tho loikes of this tbufe of the wnrruld,' 
explained the guardian of the majesty of 
the law, 'an' I'll wait till tho wagon do be 
coni'u'.' 


"And he did wait. Meanwhile the crowd 


grow apace. Several men came up, but 
none of thorn cured to risk the assassin's 
supposed knife, and they all wanted to 
know why tho policeman didn't go in at 
once and drag the marauder from his Most- 
esque place of concealment. 
But that 


worthy was not to be persuaded. He was 
scared, and badly scared, but he made a 
bold front, and even threatened to run in 
one sarcastic fellow who insinuated that it 
was fear, not discipline, that kept the boy in 
blue out of the room of supposed terrors. 


'/Presently the wagon came clanging up 


Officer Casey reported thedisheveiedwora- 
an's tale of woe, with some startling embel- 
lishments of his own invention.

Pink Oneii Arn Most I.ilci'lj In Survive, 


4crimlli!£ In Hie KvolutUiu IlyimllmsU. 
The American water lily lias bccouio 


nwi-jt scented in something like the fashion 
I nrn going to describe. When tho roso 
chafers and water side insects flit from one 
lily to another, in search of tho Iiouey 
secreted by the petals, they curry pollen— 
the yellow <lubt you know so well in tho 
center of many flowers—from one blossom 
to »he next they visit. Now, this pollen is 
necessary in order to make tlie seeds swel 
and so to keep up the supply of water tilies 
from one generation to another. The bos 
seeds are produced when the flowers arc 
crossed—that is to nnv, when pollen fron 
one blossom is dusted over the tiny unripe 
fruits of another. 


The beetles and other insects don't know 


of course, that they aro performing thi 
valuable service for the plant; they onl 
go, hungry creatures that they are, to ge 
honey for the satisfaction of their own 
greedy appetites; but as they rummag 
about among the pretty flowers they dus 
themselves over unconsciously with th 
pollen, and then they liy away and rub i 
off on the center of the very next lily the 
chance to light upon. 


Well, I need hardly tell you, tlicn, tha 


lilies which succeed in attracting the great 
cst number of insects to themselves wil 
also set the greatest number of seeds, am 
so will be likely in the long run to outliv 
their less attractive fellows in their chi 
dren'fl children. So if any lily happens t 
possess any faint perfume, however slight 
wliich helps to draw upon it the notice o 
the beetles, it will be pretty sure to secur 
a greater number of these unconscious al 
lies, nnd therefore to succeed better, on 
time with another, in setting its seed than 
the scentless lilies. 


In sonic such way, I take it, the go ahem., 


blossoms of your American ponds began 
to develop a faint perfume, and as, when 
once tho ball was fairly set rolling, thos 
lilies in each generation would bo mos 
likely to succeed wliich possessed the mos 
delicious perfume, the end of it all is tha 
your American kind aro now all exquisite 
ly scented, whilo our stick-in-tho-mud ol( 
European type has stuck to the origina 
ancestral pattern and lias got no perfumi 
at all of any sort. 
Ljuuiuuiiife UL mo name Kind, no doubt 


also accounts for the prevalent pinkines 
of the American water lily; only here the 
selective action of the insects has gone bu 
a very little way, und in some of your ponds 
the lilies are b.ill every bit as pule auc 
white its ours are. lint, in some other ponds 
the lilies are quite distinctly pinkish, aut 
at Burnstublc, Mass., they are rosy red 
and sometimes even almost crimson. Hero 
I suppose we catch the insects actually at 
work; their preference for the pretty piuk 
flowers over tlie pale white ones has onl) 
just begun to affect the color iu some 
places, but not in all. 


As time goes on 1 have very little doubt 


the beetles will more and more prefer the 
pink, until at last tlie white are left en- 
tirely unvisited, and, never setting their 
seed, must in the end die out altogether. 
If I sliutild visit Auu-i-ic.i again in another 
ccuple of thousand years or so I shall con- 
fidently expect to find all the big water 
lilies piuk or red, and never a white one 
left anywhere. There are indeed some 
kinds in other parts of the world which 
have already passed through this stage of 
evolution, nnd are now rose color, blue or 
scarlet.—Grant Alien in Wide Awake.

IS THE FARMER TAXED? 


PRICES UNDER 
PROTECTION AND 


UNDER FREE TRADE- 


How th<- Fanner !• Ilcneuted by * Tariff 


on IIIn Product*—Agricultural Depret* 
•Ion Greater Abroad Than In tlie United 
State*. 
The Free-trader's assumption that in 


the ftbwooe of Protection goodn oould be 
bought nt their present prices in foreign 
market* ia erroneous and unreasonable. 
A moot powerful factor in forcing down 
prices of goods abroad has been the cur- 
tailment of their markets in the closing 
of American ports against them. The 
smallest demand for any article beyond 
the normal supply always has tho effect 
of abnormally elevating prices. 
The 


truth of this ie continually experienced 
in the business world. 
If now our 


tariff laws were repealed, thereby open- 
ing up an immense new market for for- 
eign goods, would not prices rise abroad? 
The question was asked of Thomas G. 
Shcarmim, that Free-trader of Free- 
traders, who would, if he could, abolish 
every tariff law instantly, and his 
answer, publicly given before a large 
audience, was that with the total aboli- 
tion of the tariff prices would so advance 
in other countries that domestic manu- 
ftvcturors would be enabled to dispose of 
their output very nearly, if not quite, at 
the old figures. 


Tlie London Financial Times of June 


80 adds its testimony as to the effect of 
American 
Protection 
in 
cheapening 


prices abroad. It sayB: 


"Thocffectof Protection is to teach na- 


tive makers to manufacture on the basis 
of artificially enhanced prices, while it 
forces outside competitors to cut down 
expenscH to the boric." 


If it bo true that domestic goods arc en- 


hanced in price to the consumer by the 
amount of the tariff paid by like articles 
imported from abroad, provided impor- 
tations actually take place, then, indeed, 
the farmer is the must conscienceless of 
extortionists. For, by precisely tho same 
logic employed by the Free-trader in 
proving that the farmers are unright- 
eously taxoil to the amount of $437,000,- 
000, 
it cim bo shown that the fanner is 


the recipient of an extortion from the 
other classes of his fellow citizens of 
several timoB that sum. Compute the 
duty on tho whole of the wheat, corn, 
oats, barley, beans, peas, potatoes, hay, 
live stock, butter, cheese, poultry, eggs, 
sugar, rice, molasses, and in fact all 
farm pr< iducts which are marketed with- 
in the boundary lines of tho United 
DlOftoa Ul'lfu -OTlliotl tUowa u. m. ^L«*4s* In.'jnrl 
when imported, and it will appear that 
the vast sum of money which tho agri- 
culturist s obtain by taxing tho rest of 
the community will, by contrast, make 
the paltry $457,000,000 which, according 
to tho Free-traders, they pay seem like a 
mere bagatelle. 


Nor ia this enhancement in price 


which tho farmer receives through the 
operation of Protection a pure creation 
of fancy, but its explanation calls for a 
somewh.it more reasonable line of argn 
inent tlian that which was borrowed 
from Froe-trade. 


As a email demand beyond the normal 


supply largely increases prices so a sup- 
ply only a little beyond tlio ordinary de- 
mand abnormally depresses prices. Now, 
suppose that our fanners had to depend 
upon tho foreign market in which to 
sell their products, and suppose that a 
million or so of men and their families 
be driven out of manufacturing employ- 
ments, where they had been consumers 
of farm products, into agriculture. 


Tho consequence would be that tho 


amount which is now turned off on to 
the foreign market would be so largely 
increaseil as to drive prices down ruin- 
ously low. But by encouraging and pro- 
tecting manufacturing and its concom- 
itant bx*t of bread and meat consumers, 
thus keeping np a healthy and certain 
home demand for the fanners' products 
and keeping the number of agriculturists 
at its smallest, while rendering the farm- 
ing interests safe from the uncertainties 
of the fluctuating foreign demand and of 
Indian and Russian competition—by ac- 
complishing this Protection enhances the 
price of agricultural products. 


But after all the vital question for the 


farmer in determining prices is as to 
how much his products will purchase of 
the good things of life. Price of articles 
for consumption is high or low for the 
individual in the last analysis only as 
ho can obtain them for less or greater 
exertion—i. e., by fewer or more days' 
labor, or by the exchange of a less or n 
greater quantity of the things which his 
labor produces. Notwithstanding the 
grinding extortion to which, according 
to Free-traders, the fanner is obliged to 
submit, he is much better off than he 
was undor the lowest tariff this country 
has ever seen. Below is a table which 
shows the purchasing power of farm 
products during five years of Free-trade, 
ending in 1850, and five years of Protec- 
tion, ending in 1880: 
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Sheeting, 
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The tariff taxed fanner should keep in 


•jiind one fact, which Free-traders and 
Free-trade papers dishonestly hide, viz., 
that the agricultural depression at pres- 
ent prevalent in this country is world 
wide and far more grievously felt in 
Europe than in this country. In Eng- 
land, to tue the words of Lord Salis- 
bury, "the state of agriculture is simply 
deplorable." Certainly Protection is not 
the causa over there.

TO 
BETRAY AMERICAN INDUSTRY. 


Cheap Free-trad* Paper* to Be Entail 


Hulled with Foreign Money. 


A scheme to boom Free-trade, ruin 


American industries and protect foreign 
manufacturers has just been discovered 
by Tho New York Sun. It announces 
in ita issue of the llth that tho well 
known Free-trade editor, Melville E, 
Stone, late of The Chicago News, hiis 
returned unexpectedly from Europe, 
with plans and funds for the publication 
of seven penny morning newspapers in 
the seven largest cities of the United 
States. It is said that he has secured 
$2,000,000 to be devoted to this object, 
enrich himself and force open the mar- 
kets of the United States to the products 
of cheap labor. 


This scheme ie not new. It has been 


known that Mr. Stone was at work at it, 
and counted upon the liberal support oi 
foreign merchants, bankers and manu- 
facturers to make it a success. The im- 
portance of this country as a market for 
European products has been strongly 
manifested of late in meetings of the 
business men in various commercial and 
manufacturing centers of Europe, and 
in tho acts of these governments, pro- 
testing against our recent tariff legisla- 
tion. This sentiment and the determin- 
ation to hold the markets of the United 
States, in spite of the will of our people 
and the laws which are enacted to ex- 
press it, has now found utterance in the 
attempt to secure by money tho ends 
which they have failed to secure by ar- 
guments and protests. 


The use of money by foreigners to 


control legislation and public opinion ie 
not unknown in this country. 
But 


never, we believe, until now has an 
American citizen of high standing and 
acknowledged ability deliberately con- 
spired with the industrial and commer- 
cial representatives of foreign nations to 
overthrow the settled economic policy of 
tho United States by the use of foreign 
money, in order to promote the prosper- 
ity of foreign industries and labor at the 
expense of those of his own countrymen. 


Attention is called to the facts here 


stated with the conviction that when 
they are known the indignation of the 
American people will baffle and put to 
naught tho unnatural scheme. The in- 
famy of Arnold was fruitless, but it will 
be eternal. 


The Idea of the Protective Tariff. 
Tho American manufacturer who em- 


ploys his labor — and his laborer on being 
paid buys his wheat and corn and bacon 
and pork and clothes and everthing else 
at home— and pays that laborer two or 
three times as much as a laborer would 
got in Europe for work of the same'sort, 


he could look for a foreign market where 
there is anybody who wants the sort of 
thing we are speaking of now it would 
be like carrying coals to Newcastle; it 
would beliko Vermont attempting to ship 
coal to Pennsylvania — they can maks 
enough of it themselves. That is the 
whole idea of the protective 
tariff. 


What we are able to produce ourselves 
in this great national family it is for the 
benefit of all that we should produce. — 
Extract from Speech of Senator £d-

manufacturers told me that if the bill be- 
came a law they would certainly build fac- 
tories in America" — Special Cable to New 
York World.

Children of all ages will appreciate an 


Improved holder of candles and tapers for 
Christmas trees, which promises to put an 
end to the disaster and dibappointment 
which often ensues from the usual frail 
fastenings. It is claimed that this holder 
tan tie readily affixed to Christinas trees 
and other articles, such as wall brackets, 
wire, rope and other lines and supports, 
however slight, for decorating, illuminat- 
ing and general purposes. The invention 
consists of an ordinary candle or taper 
with a curved base to catch the grease 
dropping from the candle, and one or more 
lengths of flexible wire are left free to be 
twisted or coiled around the object or arti- 
cle to which tho holder is to be attached. 
This little device, by its rigidity when once 
fixed, insures the tapers burning down to 
the socket in the exact position in which 
they are desired.—New York Commercial 
Advertiser.

Two Fillers, Yet He Makes Music. 
The St. Louis Post-Dispatch has discov- 


ered a young colored man, Benjamin Frank- 
lin Dixon, in St. Louis who plays eight 
musical instruments at one time and has 
but two fingers. Around his neck is a 
brass and leather contrivance which holds 
all of the wind instruments he plays upon, 
so that by bending Ms head slightly he cau 
reach them with bis mouth.

On his 
head he fastens u frame with bells upon it 
which he shakes at the proper time. While 
he is going through all these motions with 
his arms, head and feet he carries the air he 
is playing ou the harp, which is fastened 
to the h&me framework as the wind instru- 
ments. He is a summer garden orchestra 
all by himself. 


Nov. System of Operating Street fiallways. 


A new system of operating street rail- 


ways hits been patented. It is an applica- 
tion of the Archimedes screw. In a con- 
duit beneath tho car track is placed a 
wrought iron tube with a stout worm, and 
iu place of the grip used on the cable lines 
is a shoe pushed forward by the worm, and 
raised or lowered at the will of the oper- 
ator by a vertical rod. A velocity of four- 
teen miles an hour can be attained, and it 
is claimed that tho operating expenses will 
be 40 per cent less than those of the cable 
method. The mechanism promises to be 
less likely to get out of order, and the cost 
cf repairs will be correspondingly less.— 
New York Commercial Advertiser.

THE WRECKING" TRAIN. 


Boinetlilng About the Outfit Carried In 


Its Can and Always In Rvadinem. 


Accidents will happen occasionally on the 


best managed railroads, and sometimes 
bad wi ecks happen, the cause of which f re- 
queutlvis n mystery, and the tracks are 
blocked for hours. For every minute the 
track i cumins blocked money and time are 
lost, and passenger nnd freight traflic is 
intr-rnipted. So the railroads are always 
prepared, and within thirty minutes after 
a wreck has happened a wrecking train is 
on the way with a trained crew of men, 
and if the telegram announcing the wreck 
says that passengers or employes are in- 
jured t he wrecking train comes along with 
its physicians, bandages and cots. A 
wrecking outfit is about t.he homeliest 
thlni; owned by a railroad company, but 
when they arc needed they are needed 
badly. 


The wrecking ears are kept at the end of 


a division, and are directly under the con- 
trol of the superintendent of that division.. 
The wi ecking train is composed of three 
cars and a powerful locomotive, and all the 
cars aru fitted with air brakes. The first 
car is v. hat is known as the truck car. The 
body of the car is very low, and upon it 
are carried two extra pairs of trucks, rails, 
cross ties and spikes, for sometimes the 
track is torn up in a wreck. 


The tccond oar is the wrecking car. 
It 


is built, of the heaviest timber, and la 
mi -nitrd on two pairs of small, heavy 
trn, 
< 
Half of the car is covered over, 


and tin other half is a mere platform; but 
arising from the center is a powerful der- 
rick with a 28 foot boom. With this pow- 
erful contrivance trucks, cars and locomo- 
tives ai a swung about. The covered por- 
tion of the car resembles inside a storeroom 
nf a shi p, as there are so many cables hang- 
ing around. 


In one end of the car are two closets, one 


contain iug the food for the crew. The 
locker is always well filled, for there U no 
telling when tho wrecking train may be 
called into service. The other closet or 
locker i ontains medicines, bandages and a 
portable telegraph outfit, with several coilg 
of v. ire 
If the wreck is a bad one the in- 


st .-111110 it is brought into use. An operator 
is pick"il iipnt the first station along the 
ro;ul, and when the scene of the accident is 
reached the wires are set and a telegraph 
oliicc in established. The car carries rope 
of cverj si/.e and kind up to three inches in 
diameter, hydraulic jacks for raising en- 
gines and cars, levers, pulleys, and derrick 
tackle of all kinds.

Beware of Snallc. 


A dainty dear to the palate of Parisians 


Ig in danger of disappearing from our 
tables. "Bewure of escargots!" is the 
latest warning to epicures, "unless you 
know where they have been gathered." 
The escargot is the wlible snail, the con- 
sumption of which has often been used as 
a reproach against Frenchmen by those 
who have never tastod tho dish. Bur- 
gundy is the district where these luxuries 
are supposed to be found In their prime, 
and when a boastful bourgeois gives a 
dinner party he is generally careful to in- 
form his guests that hs has had the escar- 
gots brought direct from Bourgoj:ne. 
They are fattened iu the vineyards of that 
delightful province; but since it has be- 
come customary to use sulphate of iron to 
protect the vines from phylloxera and 
other pests the e-scar^jt has become harm- 
ful and dangerous. 


It has beeu found from experiments that 


after eating leaves which have been treated 
with this decoction the snails are poisoned 
and die in two days. In future a careful 
host will not set this dish before a dinner 
party unless ho is assured that the moj- 
lusks which form part of it have beeu reared 
on non-poisonous food, and this again will 
increase the cost, which already nearly 
roaches the price of average English oys- 
ters. Of late years a large quantity "of 
spurious escargots, made of milk and flour, 
and flavored with the requisite seasoning, 
has been palmed off upon the market. 
ThOT» i. uttia doubt font this industry will 
be extended considerably by this uew cur- 
tailment of the supply of the real article.— 
Cor. London Telegraph. 


How the Earth Was Weighed. 


In 1TT2 Professor Maskelyne, with his 


assistants, made experiments at Mount 
Schihallion, Perthshire, Scotland, by which 
they determined that tho attraction ex- 
erted by that mountain caused tho plumb 
line to deviate nearly six seconds fro 
normal.

anoHutton, knowing tho structural com- 
position of Seuihallion, determined that 
the mean density of the mountain was to 
that of the e.irt!' as 5 to 9. From this t lie 
moan density of the earth as compared 
with water was determined to be as 5 is to 
1. Other more recent experiments made 
the ratio vai y from 4)f to 0^ to 1. Taking 
5]4 as the average result of all experi- 
ments, the diameter of the earth as 7.H13.41 
miles, and the wight of a cubic foot of 
water as B2 37 pounds, the weight of the 
earth would be 5,843 trillions of tons of 
2,240 pounds; that is in figures, 5,84:3,000,- 
<XX),000,000,OOl),000 tons.—St. Louis Republic.
